ECCLES 
Planting Guide 


Scotch Pine— 


Presently the most popular Pine in 
the Eastern United States. Distinguish- 
ed by its medium length needle and 
light green color. Scotch is a “must” 
for a beginner in Christmas tree grow- 
ing, often developing into a beautiful 
Christmas tree with no shearing. This 
is especially true when seedlings otf 
Polish strain are planted. We have 
found this specie to be a slower grower 
in our plantings, therefore requiring 
very little attention to become market- 
able. 


Red Pine— 

For certain areas, Red Pine is the 
ideal Christmas tree. However, its fu- 
ture timber value, which at present is

believed to exceed other Pine in this 
area, is the most important considera- 
tion. Good forestry practice is a mixed 
stand. As a result, Red can be consid- 
ered in any planting. 


Austrian Pine— 

Rapidly gaining in popularity as a 
Christmas tree. Good color each season 
with long, stiff needles which make it 
ideal for trimming. Austrian has excel- 
lent timber possibilities and should be 
given great consideration in any plant- 
ing schedule. 


Douglas Fir— 


The most beautiful of Christmas ’ 
trees. Soft needles, good yearly color, 
and symetrical shape without shearing, 
makes Douglas outstanding. Some 
areas, however, are not suitable for 
growing. As a result, your County 
Agent should be consulted before plant- 
ing. :

PLANTING GUIDE (Cont) 


NORWAY SPRUCE 


Norway Spruce is perhaps the most popular 
of the spruce family for the Christmas tree 
grower. It’s much more rapid growth than 
other spruces and beautiful color places it 
among the leaders in popular demand. A de- 
sire for rich moist soil and little need of shear- 
ing are its chief characteristics. 


COLORADO BLUE or WHITE SPRUCE 


The leading ornamental trees of the spruces, 
excellent Christmas tree but very slow grower. 
Likes deep moist soil with little shearing 
needed. 


HOW TO PLANT 


Experience has taught us that it is not neces- 
sary to prepare the soil in any way before 
planting, as the additional expense is not just- 
ified and we find that the grass and weeds 
prove a benefit in conserving the moisture and 
a shade during the first few years after plant- 
ing. Do not use any kind of fertilizer on the 
soil. 


In planting trees three men work well to- 
gether—one man digs the holes with a mattock, 
the other two follow with buckets of trees im- 
merged in soupy mud until planted. After dig- 
ging a hole deep enough to accommodate the 
roots, be careful and spread the roots out, then 
pack good fine soil around them which will 
insure success. 


When trees are planted too close together, 
they crowd and the resulting competition 
speeds the height growth and tends to make 
a poor Christmas tree. Many different opinions 
are offered on tree spacing. Four feet by four 
feet spacing requires 2720 trees to the acre and 
may be used where thinning is contemplated at 
a comparatively young age. Five feet by five 
feet spacing requires 1740 trees to the acre and 
is most generally used as it allows for the 
Christmas tree thinning and will still leave a 
good stand of timber. Six feet by six feet spac- 
ing requires 1210 trees per acre and is recom- 
mended where trees are planted for forestry 
products and no thinning is intended for twenty 
to twenty-five years. 


TIME TO PLANT 


Experience has taught us that best results 
are usually obtained from Spring planting. 


March 15 to June 1. However, Fall planting is 
often quite satisfactory. September 1 to Octo- 
ber 31, when transplanting stock is used and 
the site is fairly dry. 


DELIVERY DATE 


Due to unsettled conditions affecting labor 
and varied weather conditions, we cannot guac- 
antee a specified date. However, we will ship 
as near the date you specify as possible. 


CARE ON ARRIVAL 


Take care of your seedlings. It is wise to 
remember that a few minutes of neglect upon 
arrival can mean disastrous planting results. 
Remove your seedlings from the shipping 
bundle upon arrival, under no circumstances 
can the roots be exposed to sun or wind. 

Loosen the string on each 25 plants and place 
the roots in a trench deep enough to hold them. 
Do not heel in bunches of trees. Try to have a 
thin row so that dirt can be placed tightly 
against all the roots.
